_ state, These things cannot be tolerated, consistent with our 

« best interest, honor, and safety. The period however has ar- 
‘rived, which, from recent occurrences, must produce a change 
erithe part of the general government, in relation to the exist- 
t sing mode of treating with the Indixns,*-and the present time 
ois a most favourable epoch to press the subject, and claim from 
He government of the United Statesa speedy extinguishment 
„af their title within orr boundary —The graduation of the price 
of public lands, is also a subject which ought not to be lost 
iaight of.

' eaunot be an object with the United States to speculate on the 
new states,—In fact, in this particular, wa can scarcely be said 
to have been admitted into the Union on an equal footing with 

the original states, 
The situation of the reyenue and the expenditures of the 
year will be disclosed to you. by the annual report of the Audi- 
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tor of public accounts.~The money in the treasury on the 9th 
day of January*“last, amounted to. $51,516 64 1-4—Since 
whichtime, the additional sum of $30,194 15. has been re- - 
ceived on account of the last year’s taxes; making the sum to- - 
tal to amount to $81,710+ 69 3-4, The sum audited since 
that time, amounts to $82,770 84 1-2cents, which showsa . 
deficit in the treasury, on the 31st. day of December, of $1060 
14 3-4 cis—included in this amount of expenditure are the 
sums of twenty-five thougand dollars invested in Bank stock, 
in conformity to a resolution of the General-Assembly—for . 
` the use and benefit of the state, and nine thousand two hun- 
dred dollars for the literary fund. The revenue arising from. 
the taxes of the present year, will considerably exceed the or- 
dinary expenditures of the ensuing. This improvement in the 
condition of our treasury must be highly gratifying, not*only 
to you, gentlemen, but to every citizen of the state,—and war- 
rants me in the opinion, that should it be the disposition of the 
General Assembly to lay the foundation for the humane and 
benevolent institution, a Penitentiary —(whereby punishments 
may be made commensurate with crime, and thereby render 
ing mofe certain, the objects of the law in the reformation of 
the offender more effectually accomplished, and ihe state re- 
lieved from the enormous expence of the long confinement of 
prisoners in our county jails) the state of our funds would jus- 
tify the undertaking without an increase of taxes. Almost eve- 
ry state in the Union have adopted this grand institution of 
man, and felt its beneficial effects, therefore I recommend it to 
your serious consideration. a. 

The literary fund, under the careful management of the 
Board, will at no distant period, equal ihe amount, when the 
statute creating the same, contemphited a distribution. In 
leasing the seminary lands, it is ascertained that a. large por- 
tion of the most fertile part, is covered with heavy timber,— 
and cannot be leased for the short term contemplated by law. . 
—To vest the superintending officer with discretionary pow- 
er to extend the time of the lease of such lands as are unim- 
proved,—to a longer term, I have no doubt, would bring 
them into cultivation and enhance their value—Convinced as 
we must be of these truths, that ignorance, and despotism are- 
so intimately connected, that the one is rarely found te ex- 
ist without the other—that a representative government can 
only be preserved in its purity, by virtue and intelligence, and’ 
that an enlightened people, reared under the auspices of free 
institutions, can, never be enslaved by fraud or sfratagem.—

What will claim your attention, is of primary importance,— 
. Great and unremitting exertions are making on the part of 
jhe trustees of Jefferson college, to extricate that înstitution 
fors pecuniary embarrassment,—yet the period is far distant 
‘when they can reasonably expect.to put it again into opera- 
ion,—From my own knowledge of the progress of this insti- 
ņ tution, I am prepared to say, the failure has been principal- 
p owing to an effort on the part of the trustees, to force the 
42Qtution beyond their means;—andh want ofa correspond- 
ig Patronage on the part of the public. Notwithstanding the 
` beral donations from the general government, and the foster- 
: iag hand of the state, several years have elapsed since the col- 
» lege has been in operation,—wunder the direction of the tras- 
_ tees-zand when again put info operation, without publie pa- 
tronage, must relapse into the same situation.-Perhaps it 
` would more effectually promote the object of education, and 
further the ‘interest of those immediately interested in the in- 
átitution, if the trustees would surrender their charter to the 
state,——the buildings be endowed as an academy and donated 
to the county’ of Adams—and the balance of the resources be 
pplied to the establishment of a college at a point, more like- 
„dy fo meet with public patronage.—Therefore, I would recom- 
: d to your. consideration, the appointment of an agent to 
‘ eepfer' with the board of trustees on this subject. The Mis- 
gesippi Academy during the past year, has been in a most 
ishing condition—from eighty to one hundred students, 
ge rewarded the labours of their professors—and the liberali- 
af’ those who have patronised the institution. A small pe- 
pe m assistance would place it in a situation to insure fu-

` Whilst our sister states are universally and successfully pro- 
‘gressing, by rapid strides, in the aggrandizement of theirrespec- 
“tive states, and augmenting the comforts and happiness of their 
titizens, by the laudable pursuit of internal improvement, we 
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cannot remain long idle specistors. Nosection of the Unitei 
States offers greater advantages to be derived from a well di- 
Sahal system than this,—our rivers which are numerous, could 
be made navigable, a creat part of the year, comparatively at an 
inconsiderable expence. But any system, fo be satisfactory, 
should be general in its provisions,—so as to extend the benesit 
resulting from it throughout the state, and [feel it a duty hereto 
remark to you, that the appropriation of money, without sucha 
system wisely paar pi ie perseveringly executed, would bo 
an improvident application, f not a waste of treasure ; therefore, 
I would recommend to the General Assembly, the expediency 
of organizing 2, board of civil engineers for the purpose of seek- 
ing out, the various objects of internal umprovement, and report- 
ing thereon, annually, to the legislature. 

A well organized and disciplined militia being indispensit!= 
fo our national safety, should not be lost sight of. 1 would re 
spectfully recommend, ina partial review of our militia laws, a 
more efficient provision for convening general court mrartials— 
and certain provisions for their compensation—that the rez- 
mental drill of officers aud non-commissioned officers be absol- 
ished and a brigade drill of officers, under the direction of ie 
Adjutant General be substituted, which would establish a uri- 
form mode of discipline throughout the state, and relieve ike 
non-commissioned officers froma burthensome duty; that tie 
Jaw requiring the Secretary of State to issue blank commissicns 
tp the of regiments be repealed, and for the encou- 
agement of volunteer corps, m our state, that persons whe 
have sewed five years in sach a corps, should be thereafter ex- 
empt from ordinary military duty, but not from draft for actual 
service, This perhaps wopidaflord the state a valuable descriptica 
of troops, sufficient for any sudden emexgency,—and 1 would 
further recommend that a copy of the militia and+patrol laws, 
be furnished to each captain and feld officer, 

Thenumber of the copies of the laws of several sessions, since 
the adoption of the revised code, are found insufficient for adri- 
istermg the government, and which laws have betome so ccm- 
plicated, from frequent changes, that they are difficult 40 be m 
dersiood.—I would therefore respectfully recommend to the can- 
sidevajion of the General Assembly, the appomtment of a sult- 
able person, to ‘revise and consolidate, such as are of a genset 
nature passed, since that time, and that the work when so cos- 
pleted, form a second volume of the revised code,

I am further instructed to remark, that the money in the 
Treasury, at the close of the fiscal year, amounted to $26,046 
56 3-4. 

The receipts after that time to the 15th inst, when the mce- 
ney was counted, amounted to $9,549 10 3-4, The disburse- 
ments during the same period $656 30—making an aggregate 
in the Treasury, on the 15th inst. of 35,540.69 1-2—leaving 
an excess of one dollar thirty-one and three-fourth eents—which 
the Treasurer accounts for, by the advantages of change in the 
disbursements being always in favor of the Treasury. Your 
committee would further ask leave to remark, that from the. 
Anditor’s report, there will, in all probability, be the further 
sum of about $17,000 paid into the Treasury during the pre- 
senf session of the Legislature, from tax-collectors—there was 
also due for dividends upon bank stock on the ist.January, inst. 
$1500—and the further sum of $1500, will probably fall due, 
from the same source, on the Ist day of July next: Something 
also may be expected from Samuel ©. Wooldridge, late state 
-treasurer, These amounts will leave a considerable balance in 
the Treasury, after the current expences of the year are deduct- 
ed. Your committee would therefore recommend, that the 
Governor should be authorized, by a joint resolution, to invest 
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the surplus in Bank Stock, as scon as the current expences are 
ascertained, and the moneys paid into the Treasury.
